Council leader Chris 
Roberts, who was in the House 
of Lords to hear the news last 
Tuesday (January 5) told GT: 


“The residents, businesses and 
the millions of visitors to 
Greenwich will share in our 
delight at this wonderful news. 

“Greenwich has always taken 
tremendous pride in the 
borough’s long history of royal 
connections with Greenwich, 
Woolwich and Eltham dating 
back almost 600 years and 
which continue so strongly 
right up to the present day. 

“Royal presence and 
patronage has given Greenwich 


a rich history in so many areas 
of the arts and sciences: 
astronomy, geography, 

architecture and the sea. 

“The Royal Dockyards and 
the Royal Arsenal created our 
relationship with the Navy and 
the Army which continue to 
this day and to which will soon 
be added, fittingly in December 
2011, the arrival of the King’s 
troop itself.” 

The rare honour of Royal 
Borough status was confirmed 
in the House of Lords by Lord 


Mandelson, President of the 
Privy Council. The honour is 
bestowed in recognition of the 
close links between Greenwich 
and Royalty, from the Middle 
Ages to the present day. It also 
acknowledges the borough’s 
global significance as home of 
the Prime Meridian, Greenwich 
Mean Time and a 
UNESCO World Heritage 
Site.

said Cllr Roberts.

Now comes the task of putting it all into 
practice. “We’ll have to sit down with 
people from various government 
departments,” said Cllr Roberts. “It’s more 
than 80 years since the last time this 
happened so there’s no-one around with the 
experience! It will be very exciting to sort 
out things like the borough crest and street 
signs. 

“That’s why the announcement was made 
so early because obviously we will have to 
prepare. We’re all acutely aware of the 
history involved, dating as far back as 1305 
when King Edward II was given Eltham 
Palace.” Personal pride is obviously strong 
in a council leader who has lived in the 
borough for 28 years. He said: “I absolutely 
love the borough and couldn’t think of 
anywhere else I’d rather live. 

“The fact that Greenwich is so diverse is 
what makes this honour so important to 
me. The first person I heard from was Tariq 
Abbasi from the Woolwich Mosque. If you 
wanted an understanding that the honour 
is felt by all people of different faiths and 
backgrounds, this was it - no hesitation, no 
second thoughts.”

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The case for the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich 
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GREENWICH’S 
elevation to Royal 
Borough status is based 
on cast-iron credentials 
linked to an unrivalled 
maritime history and the 
fact that it has been a 
Royal manor since the 
early 15th century. 

The modern London 
Borough of Greenwich was 
created in 1965 by the Local 
Government Reform Act, 
combining the old 
Metropiltan Boroughs of 
Greenwich and Woolwich. 

Greenwich was adopted as 
the new name because of its 
“world brand” even though 
Woolwich had a much 
bigger population.

Trafalgar coat for the 
Naval Gallery - for £150. 

George V and Queen 
Mary both privately 
supported the creation of 
the National Maritime 
Museum and she 
presented many items to 
it, including from her 
own Nelson collection. 

George Vi’s first public 
act as King in 1937 - three 
weeks before his 

coronation - was the 
opening of the National 
Maritime Museum in its 
former Greenwich 
buildings, accompanied 
by Queen Elizabeth, 
Queen Mary and Princess 
Elizabeth. 



The Queen and the Duke 
of Edinburgh - created 
Baron Greenwich on their 
marriage in 1947 - made 
their first joint visit to 
Greenwich in 1948, the 
year he became a trustee 
of the museum - for him to 
receive the Freedom of the 


Borough. 

Since then they, together 
or as individuals, have 
opened or visited 
practically all major new 
museum projects, 

including major national 
anniversary events like 
the Royal Observatory

FROM Plantagenets to 
Hanoverians and up to the 
present day House of Windsor, 
the Royal Family has had 
continuous and committed 
links to Greenwich. 

It was Henry V who created 
the Greenwich manor and later 
granted it to his half-brother, 
Duke Humphrey of Gloucester. 
In about 1433 Humphrey 
enclosed what is now 
Greenwich Park, the oldest of 
all the Royal Parks, and also 
began what became the Palace 
of Placentia at Greenwich. 

The palace was developed 
under Henry VI but was 
replaced with the Tudor Palace 
of Greenwich in the early years 
of the 16th century. 

Henry VIII, born at 
Placentia in 1491, kept it 
as his principal London 
seat from 1509 until 
Whitehall Palace was 
built in the 1530s. He 
married his first and 
fourth queens at 
Greenwich Palace 

(Catherine of Aragon and 
Anne of Cleves) and his 
son Edward VI also died 
at Greenwich. 

Henry VIII ’s daughters, 
Mary I and Elizabeth I, 
were both also born at 
Greenwich Palace and 
used it extensively. 
Elizabeth’s Council 

planned the Armada 
campaign there in 1588. 

Of the Stuarts, James I 
carried out the final 
remodelling, granting the 
manor to his wife Queen 
Anne of Denmark, who in 
1616 commissioned the 
surviving Queen’s House 
from Inigo Jones as the 
Palace’s last addition. 

Charles I, who kept 
important parts of his art 
collection at Greenwich, 
granted the manor to his 
wife, Queen Henrietta 
Maria, for whom Jones

completed the Queen’s 
House in about 1638. 

Charles II, who began a 
new palace in 1664 
(design by Denham and 
Webb, now incorporated 
as part of the Old Royal 
Naval College), 

redesigned and replanted 
the Park, and in 1675-76 
founded and built the 
Royal Observatory 

(designed by Wren) 
Britain's oldest purpose- 
built scientific structure, 
now part of the National 
Maritime Museum. 

James II (as Duke of 
York and Lord Admiral to 
1673) was often at 
Greenwich with his 
brother Charles and, 
according to Samuel 
Pepys, proposed of the 
idea of creating a Royal 
Naval Hospital, 

established at Greenwich 
by his daughter, Mary II, 
who in 1692-3 

commissioned Wren to 
design the Royal Hospital 
for Seamen, now the Old 
Royal Naval College.

Extended with the 
buildings which are now 
the National Maritime 
Museum, it was renamed 
the Royal Hospital School 
by Queen Victoria in 1892. 

George IV, whose 
donation in 1824 of nearly 
40 paintings (including 
Turner’s only Royal 
commission) at a stroke 
created the Naval Gallery 
of Greenwich Hospital in 
the Painted Hall, Britain’s 
first public national 
historical art collection. 
These now form the 
Greenwich Hospital 
Collection in the 
museum. 

William IV, the ‘Sailor 
King’ made further 
donations to the Gallery 
as did Queen Adelaide in 
his memory and was a 
regular and popular 
visitor.

JOLLY regulars at the Old 
Post Office pub in Eltham 
pub raised their glasses to 
the Queen after hearing the 
news that she had bestowed 
Royal Borough status upon 
Greenwich. 

Lunchtime customers at the 
pub in Passey Place, Eltham, 
were abuzz with the news and 
pub guv’nors started to plan a 
series of celebrations to take 
place in the run-up to 2012 
when the honour comes into 
effect for the Queen’s Diamond 
jubilee. 

The pub/restaurant reopened 
last May after a major 
refurbishment under its three 
new owners and hosts regular 
live music and fundraising 
events for local charities 
including Demelza and the 
Greenwich and Bexley hospice. 

Publican Derek Moore said: 
“We’re a real community pub 
and we’re all really pleased 
that Greenwich has got this 
recognition. For us in Eltham 
it’s a chance to forget about the 
past and get some recognition 
for the area. 

“We’ve got Eltham Palace, 
lots of history and a great 
shopping centre that’s become 
regenerated as well as the Well 
Hall cinema, which is a 
beautiful piece of art deco, and 
one of the oldest woods up at 
Oxleas.” 

Business partner Sheila 
Byfield said: “A lot of people 
refer to this area as ‘Royal 
Eltham’ and I can’t think of a 
borough more deserving of 
royal status. We’ll certainly be 
having a big celebration on the 
day - who knows we might 
even do the odd venison!” 

Third partner Una Court 
added: “Greenwich has been 
the focal point with the Cutty 
Sark and the riverfront but

there’s so much more to the 
borough than just Greenwich 
town centre and we hope royal 
status will encourage visitors 
to explore areas like Eltham.” 

Sixty-nine year-old 

electrician Peter James, who 
has lived in the borough for 
more than 30 years, said: “The 
borough is steeped in history 
and Greenwich in naval 
history. Royal status is really 
good news and I hope it will 
help to create more jobs for 
local people.” 

Father-of-three Patrick Coyle, 
of Ladysmith Road, said: “I 
think it’s great news and it’s 
been a long time coming.

THE potential for Greenwich as 
a place for river-based Royal 
celebration was demonstrated 
at both the Silver Jubilee of 
1977, when the Queen 
embarled there for the Jubilee 
River Pageant, and in her 
presence aboard the P&O 
cruise ship Pacific Princess off 
the Old Royal Naval College for 
the spectacular son-et-lumiere 
marking the 150th anniversary 
of the P&O in 1987. 

The Thames as a ‘Royal river’ 
is likely to be the theme of the 
opening major National 
Maritime Museum exhibition in 
its new Sammy Ofer Wing 
Gallery in 2012, in parallel with 
the Greenwich Olympic 
programme and to mark the 
Diamond Jubilee year (which is 
also the Museum’s 75th 
anniversary of opening). 

Greenwich has a really strong 
claim to be a royal borough 
with its royal connections 
going back to the Tudors and 
Henry VIII. 

“Having royal status will 
bring cache to the borough. 
When you think of places like 
Westminister and Chelsea 
people do flock to see that sort 
of thing. We’ve got The 02, 


which some say is the best 
music venue in the world - and 
the Olympics are bringing 
even greater opportunities. 
Royal status is going to be a 
real winner - we should get a 
little coat of arms and put it 
everywhere!” 

Thirty-one-year-old David 
Crozier, jobhunting after 
gaining a law degree, said: “I 
was always under the 
impression that Greenwich 
was a royal borough and it’s 
good to know that it’s now 
official. I’m really pleased 
about the Olympics coming to 
Greenwich and I hope royal 
status will help to increase 
tourism and job opportunities, 
and regenerate areas like East 
Greenwich, Woolwich and 
Charlton.” 

Pal Michael Power, 25, who 
works at Sainsbury’s added: “I 
used to visit Eltham Palace 
when I was at school and I like 
the idea of having Henry VIII’s 
boyhood home on my doorstep. 
I hope royal status will get 
more attention for this side of 
the borough.” 

“I’m only sorry I’m not living 
here,” said Mottingham 
resident John Sherlock. The 
51-year-old sports therapist 
lives 100 yards over the 
Greenwich borough boundary 
and said: “I spend a lot of time 
in Greenwich and royal status 
means it’ll be the place to be in 
the future.” 

Builder Reggie Amos, 56, 
said: “We’ve always had the 
Royal Blackheath Golf and it’s 
rumoured that Prince Andrew 
plays there. My wife works for 
Morden College and she met 
the Queen - and my boy has got 
footballing honours from 
another royal. Perhaps royal 
status means we’ll see more of 
the royal family coming down 
here - perhaps not the Queen 
so much but it’d be nice to see 
more of the younger royals.”

Day that Greenwich honoured 
round-the-world yachtsman 


ONE of the most moving 
ceremonies in 

Greenwich in the last 50 
years came in July, 1967, 
when Francis Chichester 
was knighted by the 
Queen after his epic, 
record-breaking round- 
the-world trip in Gipsy 
Moth. 

Sir Francis Chichester was 
the first person to sail 
single-handed around the 
world by clipper route - and 
the fastest circumnavigator 
in nine months and one day. 

Chichester turned to long- 
distance yachting in 1960 
after making a name for 
himself as an aviator and 
beating supposedly 

terminal cancer after being 
put on a vegetarian diet by 
his wife, Sheila. 

He entered and won the 
first single-handed 

transatlantic yacht race, 
which he had co-founded, in 
Gipsy Moth III. He came 
second in the second race 
four years later. 


...and the rest 
is history 


GIPSY Motyh IV rested in 
drydock near the Cutty 
Sark but was sold to the 
UK Sailing Academy in 
Cowes, Isle of Wight, for 
a token £1 and a gin and 
tonic, said to be 
Chichester’s favourite 
tipple. On June 20, 2005, 
she was relaunched 
after a £400,000 refit 
and later embarked on 
an educational round- 
the-world voyage. Dire 
Straits paid tribute to Sir 
Francis in the song 
'Single Handed Sailor’. 

Then, on August 27, 1966, 
he sailed his Gipsy Moth IV 
from Plymouth and 
returned there after 226 
days of sailing on May 28, 
1967, having 


circumnavigated the globe 
with just one stop - in 
Sydney, Australia. By doing 
so, he became the first 
person to achieve a true 
circumnavigation of the 
world solo from West to 
East via the great Capes. 

The voyage was also a race 
against the clock as Sir 
Francis wanted to better the 
typical times achieved by 
the fastest fully-crewed 
clipper ships during their 
heyday in the 19th century. 

For the knighting 
ceremony, the Queen used 
the sword used by a 
predecessor of hers, Queen 
Elizabeth I, to knight the 
adventurer Sir Francis 
Drake. 

In 1970, Chichester 
attempted to sail 4,000 miles 
in 20 days, in Gipsy Moth V, 
but failed by one day. He 
died of cancer in Plymouth 
on August 26, 1972, and was 
buried in a small village 
church, Shirwell, located 
near Barnstaple.

More residents taking up regular exercise

THE number of residents taking up 
exercise is increasing by leaps and 
bounds. 

Greenwich had the second highest 
increase in sports participation among all 
the London boroughs from July 2008 until 
August 2009, according to the annual 
survey by Sports England. Figures rose 
by almost seven per cent from 16% to 
22.7%. 

The figures from the organisation which 
promotes grass-roots sport indicate that 
more Greenwich residents than ever are 
now exercising three days a week or more 
in the build-up to the 2012 London 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

Councillor John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for culture and 
Olympics, said: “These figures are great 
news and reflect the fact that Greenwich 
- one of the five Olympic Host Boroughs 
for 2012 - is meeting its target to increase 
sporting participation in the borough.” 

He added: “Just the smallest changes to 
a person’s lifestyle - such as thirty 
minutes of physical activity three times a 
week and eating the right foods - can 
have a big impact on their health, vitality 
and life expectancy. 

“I would like to congratulate everyone 
on their efforts and encourage them to 
keep up the good work in the New Year.” 

The news follows on from the 
announcement that play and sporting 
areas across Greenwich are set to benefit 
from a near £5million makeover under 
the ‘Playground to Podium’ scheme. 


In total, the new investment will be worth 
£4.772m and will include: 

• 15 new outdoor gym sites 

•23 new or completely refurbished 

playgrounds in parks and other open 

spaces 

•A new playground for Thamesmead 
•A multi-pitch regional football facility 
at Dursley Road 

•6 new practice cricket net wickets (4 on 
Bostall Heath and 2 in Plumstead 
Gardens) 

•2 new full size cricket tables 

New team venue at Hornfair Park (with 

new changing rooms) 


•12 completely refurbished tennis courts 
•£0.5m upgrade to Hornfair Lido to 
provide all year round heated pool 
•3 new Multi Use Games Areas (MUG As) 
•6 refurbished public toilets / changing 
rooms in parks 

•10 Paralympic athletes wheelchairs and 
equipment 

•2,012 new trees planted

Stock up on 
supplies in advance as it means 
you can reduce the amount of 
time that you spend outdoors. 

DRESS FOR WINTER: Try to 

wear lots of layers of wool or 
fleecy fibres to trap body heat. 
FALLS: When you’re cold, your 
muscles react more slowly, 
making you more likely to trip 
or slip in icy or wet conditions. 


Wear warm, dry, flat, non-slip 
shoes or boots, especially in 
frosty weather. 

CIRCULATION PROBLEMS: Cold 
weather makes circulation 
more difficult, increasing the 
risk of strokes and heart 
attacks. People with diabetes 
are also more at risk from 
circulation problems in cold 
weather. Keeping warm, both 
indoors and out, and some 
gentle exercise can reduce the 
risk. 

BREATHING PROBLEMS: 

Persistent exposure to cold 
reduces resistance to chest 
infections, especially for people 
who have bronchitis, asthma, 
emphysema or another lung 
disorders. Do not go out more 
than you need to and then 
wear a hat. 

PROTECT AGAINST GERMS: 

Sixteen pharmacies in 
Greenwich are now offering flu 
jabs, and they’re free if you’re 
aged over 65, or suffer with a 


serious long term health 
condition (like diabetes, 
asthma, a heart or lung 
condition, or low immunity). 
Try to guard against the 
winter vomiting disease 
(norovirus), as well as other 
sickness and diarrhoea bugs. 
They spread very quickly, 
especially where people are 
close together, and thorough 
hand-washing is vital. 

STRUGGLING WITH FUEL 
BILLS?: Financial support and 
advice is available from many 
organisations such as Age 
Concern, and the Energy 
Savings Trust and the Pension 
Service. It’s worth finding out 
if you are eligible for a grant to 
insulate your home, a winter 
fuel payment or a discounted 
tariff on your energy bills from 
your energy supplier. 

KICK THE HABIT: If you smoke, 
try to stop now. For confidential 
advice and support, call the 
NHS Smoking Helpline: Free 
phone 0800 169 0 169. 


GETTING GENERAL MEDICAL 
HELP: NHS Direct on 0845-46 47 
is open 24 hours a day and is 
staffed by specially trained 
nurses. There will be an 
interpreter to provide advice in 
your own language if you need 
this.

I With the onset of the cold 
I weather, many people are finding 
j it hard to rationalise the 
phenomenon of global warming, 
but don’t be fooled, warn the 
experts. 

Dr Stephen Dorling, of the 


University of East Anglia’s school 
of environmental sciences, said: 
"There is no doubt we will 
continue to have unusually warm 
and unusually cold Decembers 
and Januarys but it will be 
superimposed on what the 


background climate is doing.” 

And despite temperatures in 
December at half the average for 
the period in the UK, the country 
as a whole has experienced 
another warm year which was 
0.6C above the long term average. 


The Met Office’s Barry Gromett 
added: "If you look at the 
temperature graph for the UK or 
the world, it is a series of peaks 
and troughs and there’s a lot of 
inter-annual variability within the 
climbing trend.”

The life of John Lennon is back under the microscope, this time 
in Sam Taylor-Wood’s biopic. Nowhere Boy 


THE murder of 
^ \% . \ John Lennon in 
1980 created a 
legend. Paul 
~ ~ McCartney 
quipped that his former 
writing partner had become 
‘Martin Luther Lennon’ after 
his death. “Which just wasn’t 
the case,” he added, in an 
uncharacteristically bad 
tempered exchange with 
Beatle biographer Hunter 
Davies. “He was a debunker,” 
McCartney continued, “if he 
were here now he would be 
debunking his death.” 

A lot has been written about 
the bespectacled one since his 
death at the hands of a 
deluded fan. And as eluded to 
by the frustrated McCartney - 
whose own contribution to the 
Beatles is often undersold - a 
great deal of the rose-tinted 
documentation skates over 
Lennon’s flaws, poor grasp of 
politics and rampant ego. The 
latest dissection of Lennon’s 
errant persona is Sam Taylor 
Wood’s Nowhere Boy, a film 
which attempts to piece 
together Lennon’s troubled 
childhood and the events that 
would colour the artist’s future 
work. 

Set in suburban 50s Liverpool, 
Lennon lives with his beloved 
uncle George and aunt Mimi - 
guardians after separation 
from his way ward parents at 
the age of five. The first pangs 
of bitterness surface after 
George dies, and as the teenage 
Lennon becomes more

rebellious he makes contact 
with his mother. There is 
instant chemistry between the 
two, and the flirtatious Julia, 

(. Anne-Marie Duff) teaches the 
teenager to play the banjo and 
sparks the interest in music 
that would define his life. 

A tug of love between the boy’s 
fun-time mum and 
conservative-but-caring aunt 
ensues, and it is the 
performance of Kristin Scott 
Thomas that wins the acting 
battle - if not the story - 
with her portrayal of the firm 
but loving Mimi, which is note 
perfect. 

Nowhere Boy’s greatest 
triumph is its attention to 
detail. There is plenty here for 
the Lennon anorak: The period 
clothes and sets are 
meticulously observed, down 


to the horn rimmed Buddy 
Holly glasses and dockers’ coat 
of his art school years. Beatle- 
geeks will also note the check 
shirt worn at Lennon’s first gig 
and guitar ‘guaranteed not to 
crack.’ 

All of which makes it all the 
more galling that the lead role 
isn’t quite right. For starters 
Aaron Johnson, playing the 
teenage Beatle, is just that bit 
too dashing for the part, and 
the accent is way off. At times 
Johnson sounds more like 
Cilia Black than the nasal and 
sardonic singer. There are 
other issues too: As is de 
rigueur with Lennon love-ins, 
McCartney is cast as the 
dweebiest bloke this side of 
Dorksville. Playing his party 
piece to John on their first 
meeting, Macca is more akin to 


Clooney's career up in the air 


HOLLYWOOD is always 
j at its best when it feels 
that it has something to 
^ say, and Up In The Air 
is a film with something to say 
about modern corporate life. 

Set in the new, economically 
challenged America, the film 
follows the unusual life of a high- 
flying hitman (George Clooney) 
who jets around America firing 
dozens of people and living out of 
a suitcase. As such, the film is 
not standard comedy material, 
but it is notable for the quality of 
the performances from a great 
cast - including the stand-out 
performance from Clooney as a 
modern day Cary Grant - and 
great supporting acts 
from Anna Kendrick as 
Clooney’s Nemesis and 



Vera Farmiga as a slinky co- 
worker in the sky. The script is 
witty and has a number of 
surprising twists and turns 
making it a delightful adult treat 
- not that you would guess from 
its weak trailer. 

But director/writer Jason 
Reitman’s timing is perfect as 
America comes to terms with the 
harsh realities of the recession 
and the film explores the 
redeeming power of love. This is 
not a film to see if you have just 
been fired, but it is a great date 
movie.

AS one of the first artists 
signed to Justin Timberlake's 
Tennman Records, which will 
release her debut album, 
Esmee Denters is undoubtedly on her 
way to musical stardom. But a mere 
two years ago, this Dutch 20-year-old 
was just a pancake waitress with a 
webcam and a dream. 

It may have been her YouTube 
popularity that led Timberlake to seek 
out Esmee six months after her videos 
began to appear online, but it was her 
silky, soulful voice, natural charisma, 
and songwriting talent that sold him on 
signing her to his label and producing 
her debut album. 

In summer 2007, Justin and Esmee 
began to write songs together, and he 
also lined up an impressive list of noted 
songwriters and producers to 
collaborate with him and Esmee, such 
as OneRepublic frontman Ryan Tedder, 
Toby Gad, and Stargate. 

The result is an edgy, soulful pop-R&B 
set that Esmee said, “truly reflects who 
I am as a person. It really sounds like 
me." The playful, doo-wop-laced ‘Eyes 
For You,’ the sassy, retro-vibed ‘Admit 
It,’ and the feisty, urban-flavoured 
anthems ‘Follow My Lead,’ and ‘Victim’ 
capture the side of Esmee “who wants 
to go out and dance and have fun," 
while two beat-driven ballads, the 
acoustic-flavoured ‘Just Can't Have It’ 
and the epic-sounding, string-laden 
‘Gravity,’ show “that I can also sing 
about serious stuff," she said. ‘Gravity,’ 
which Esmee co-wrote with Timberlake 
and Timbaland producer protege 
Hannon Lane, is about “being in love 
with somebody who's bringing you down 
when you really want to fly," she said. “I 
think everyone can relate to the lyrics in 
that song." 

Esmee knows her path to stardom has 
been unlikely and she is thankful for 
everything that has happened to her, 
from building a loyal fan base on 
YouTube, to scoring a record deal with 
one of her musical idols, to being able 
to realise her dream of making an 
album of songs she's extremely proud 
of. “It was a strange way to become an 
artist," she admitted, “but I'm happy it 
happened this way. This was my way.”

Council services weather the snow storm 


THE borough’s Winter 
Plans were implemented 
last week as severe 
weather conditions took 
hold again. 

The pre-prepared plans 
helped to ensure that vital 
services were kept running 
despite heavy snow on 
Wednesday. 

Council teams were able to 
grit all the borough’s Priority 

1 highways and most Priority 

2 highways by the early hours. 

Road conditions were kept 

under constant review but 
some rubbish and recycling 
collections had to be 
suspended last Thursday 
because of slippery roads. 

The council has six top of 
the range gritters stationed at 
Birchmere depot in 
Thamsmead and they’ve 
helped to sprinkle more than 
800 tonnes of salt on borough 
streets in the last two weeks. 

Gritting teams were out in 
force from Tuesday, January 
5, to keep the priority 
highways clear and 
Cleansweep teams were 


suspended from some day to 
day activity so that staff 
could focus on keeping 
pavements clear and safe, but 
most key services operated 
smoothly. 

Last week’s efforts by 
council staff meant that 
meals on wheels deliveries 
were made as normal and all 
sheltered schemes and care 
and residential homes were 
open as normal, although 
some day centres did not open 
due to difficulties with tail- 
lift vehicles gaining access. 

As GT went to press most 
schools were open for lessons 
and all parks were open except 
The Tarn in Eltham, which 
was closed because the lake 
had frozen. 

Last week’s icy road 
conditions meant vehicle 
access was restricted at all 
cemeteries but there was 
pedestrian access and vehicle 
access provided for burials at 
Plumstead Cemetery and 
Eltham Cemetery and 
Crematorium. 

Other facilities in operation 


last week included all 
libraries, leisure centres and 
housing neighbourhood 
offices, while the housebound 
service operated normally. 

This week the Council is 
urging residents to check on 
vulnerable and elderly 
neighbours to ensure they are 
warm and have adequate 
supplies. 

Council leader Chris Roberts 
said: “The weather conditions 
remain challenging for local 
councils across the country. 
Greenwich Council staff are 
continuing to work very hard 
to keep the roads and 
footpaths as clear as possible 
and to keep vital services 
running. We have staff out 
and about to ensure the 
elderly and vulnerable are 
being looked after as normal. 

“We encourage people to 
take extreme care when 
venturing out and to keep 
listening to local news and 
weather reports for the latest 
advice. We will be issuing 
updates as and when we have 
them.”

weekends, come from the 
community events. Prominent 
first teamers Jonjo Shelvey and 
Scott Wagstaff also came from 
the fun football. 

Sean - he of the Ken Dodd 
haircut - is the manager of 
football development at 
Charlton, based at their 
Sparrows Lane, New Eltham, 
training ground, and in these 
days when child protection is 
rightly top priority you 
couldn’t leave your budding 
striker in better hands. 

Sean, 43, who lives in 
Plumstead, has helped 
thousands of youngsters 
become better players during 
his nine years in charge and 
says: “You never lose your 
enthusiasm when you’re 
working with kids, whether it’s 
at community events, in 
schools, with my Under 12 
academy team or at the 
Advance Centre. 

“You have to foster a level- 
headed approach in the players 
and their parents, but the one 
thing we can guarantee - 
whatever level they eventually 
play at - is that they’ll be better 
players and know more about 
the game after being with us.” 

Harry Saunders, who lives in 


New Eltham, is still only eight 
years old but dad Tony said: 
“It’s ever so good. He learns 
new things all the time. He 
trains twice a week with his 
Sunday team and the coach is 
pretty good down there, but the 
coaching at Charlton is 
obviously more professional. 
They concentrate on their 
skills, how to turn with the ball 
and things like that. 

“Harry’s a defender and 
they’ve taught him how to 
jockey sideways-on instead of 
just diving in. Now I can see 
him doing that in games. 

“He loves his football and who 


knows how it will go. I wouldn’t 
mind if he became a rock star! 
He’s a good little player and 
could do something with it, but 
we’ll have to see. 

“Harry’s become a good 
listener - there’s no day 
dreaming - and I’m sure it’s 
helping him at school as well. 

Timothy Strickland, also 
eight, was spotted at one of 
Charlton’s holiday clubs. His 
mum, Russlyn, told GT: “That 
was two years ago and he is still 
thoroughly enjoying it. He likes 
to play as a striker but he’s also 
quite confident playing in 
different positions. 


“The coaches at Charlton are 
very, very good, They explain 
very clearly how the boys 
should be positioning 
themselves and thinking more 
as a team player and not just as 
an individual. It’s proper 
training and Timothy’s skills 
are really developing as a 
result. 

“Manchester United is his 
goal but he also wants to play 
for Charlton. His education 
still comes first so that if the 
football doesn’t happen he’ll 
still be able to do well. He’s 
quite a vocal child and training 
with Charlton is giving him 
even more confidence.” 

Nine-year-old Connor Bell, 
who plays for the Meridian club 
at Charlton, was spotted by 
Charlton at their week-long 
summer school in Greenwich 
Park. Dad John told me: “He 
loves it. They’re all proper 
coaches and it makes all the 
difference. At his local club all 
the parents muck in but we 
don’t know the proper stuff 
about football. 

“He plays left wing and as you 
know there’s a national 
shortage in that position. It 
doesn’t matter how cold or wet 
it is he’ll always go up there. He 
loves the banter with the other 
boys and once they went to a 


Charlton game together and he 
joined in all the songs. 

“All the boys are very young 
and there’s no point in being 
mad about it. The important 
thing is to enjoy it and learn 
from it and then see what 
happens.” 

Christopher Harris, also nine, 
who goes to Brooklands 
primary school in Blackheath, 
was another summer course 
recommendation. Mum 

Geraldine said: “He’s been at 
Charlton for more than two 
years. I’m not one of those 
pushy parents so he goes 
because he wants to go. I’m 
always happy to take him. 

“It’s quite a commitment with 
late nights and difficult 
weather and things, but as long 
as he enjoys it that’s fine with 
me. He plays for a mini-soccer 
team and you can definitely see 
how the specialised coaching 
helps him develop. 

“We’re not a particularly 
sports family but Christopher 
has a real love for the game and 
there’s no doubt that being 
with Charlton has given him 
greater confidence.
